Piano recital by Daniel πὶ (Tel Aviv 
Museum, Dec. 11). Mendelesohn: Bix 
Songs without Words; Lisst: Sonata in B 
minor; Chopin; Four Ballades. 


DANIEL ADNI presented a well 
thought-out programme. There 
could have been no better curtain 
raiser for ‘‘An evening of romantic 
music’’ than the Mendelssohn 
pieces; one of the greatest and 
emotionally most demanding works 
of romantic plano literature oc- 
cupied the centre of the programme 
and the Four Ballades, at the end, 
provided a more relaxed conclusion. 
However, Adni did not fully exploit 
the possibilities of his own, excelient 
choice. 


The Mendelssohn pieces emerged 
extremely well and were played with 
a mouch to be appreciated decorum. 
Adni “freed” them from their per- 


sistent Biedermeier and 
transformed them into suitable com- 
ponents of a serious . But 


it was Liszt's monumental sonata 
which showed Adni. at his best. He 
never failed to formulate the 
musical content effectively and gave 
ὃ. creditable account of all the basic 
idioms of this incredibly rich and 
stirring work: the diabolic and 
soothing, the passionate and resign-

ed, the pathetic and simple, just to 
mention a few. He never erred in 
basic attitudes and never 
overstepped himself in anything. At 
the same time he never really ea- 
caped kis own formulas which, 
though impressive, did not really 
stimulate.

The Chopin was even less convin- 
cing. Again nothing was really 
wrong and there were numerous 
lovely passages and sections and the 
F minor Ballade was undoubtedly 
played with distinction, but Adni 
never delivered a personal message.
